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Vo-Ag May Disappear 

From Antioch Township 
High School Curriculum 

Enrollment Down to Twenty 

Business Courses Show 

Big Increase 

Enrollment In Vocational agri- 
culture at the Antioch Township 
High school for next autumn Is. so 
small that the board of education 
is* considering omission of that sub- 
ject until there is a greater demand. 
In the place of agriculture stu- 
dents have manifested an Increas- 
ing interest In individual education, 
business education, home making 
and science. 

Whether this is a sign of encroach- 
ment of the metropolitan and indus- 
trial into Lake Villa and Antioch 
townships is not stated by the school 
authorities, but the fact is that 
where once under the late C. L. 
Kutil the agriculture classes were 
among the largest in the school, only 
30 have enrolled for 1951-52. 

The classes were on the decline 
before his retirement because 1 of 
the changing interests of the young 
people in their future work. 

The report of Principal R. C. Ed- 
■nundson says:

ts. Well equipped shops and 

..ether facilities for woodworking,

These additional facil- 
ities should relieve some of the 
crowded conditions which existed 

.during the last few years due to a 
gradual but steady increase in en- 

' rollment 

One of the rooms in the old build- 
ing which has been used for me- 
chanical drawing will be available 
next year for the business education 
department. The enrollment In the 

'department has increased during 

•the last two years to the point where 
the board of education found it nee- 
essary to employ an additional teach- 
er. " " There was * cdnslde rabl e i ri- 
crease in enrollment in 1950-51 over 
that of 1*9-50 and the total number 
of students enrolled in the business 
education department for 1951-52 
will be approximately three times 
greater than that of the enrollment, 
in 1949-50. A course in salesman- 
ship has been introduced for the 
first time next year and is open 
to senior^. 

Vocational agriculture which in 
times past was one of the largest 
and most popular department in the 
high school has been steadily de- 
clining in enrollment, although the 
total school enrollment has been 
gradually increasing. Three fresh- 
man, eleven sophomores, three jun- 
iors, and three seniors registered 
for the courses next year. Of the 
twenty students who registered for 
the course only ten live on farms 
larger than eighty acres and come 
from families who derive a large 
share of its income from agriculture. 
"The instructor finds it difficult 
for students to develop worthwhile 
and acceptable projects who do not 
live on farms of eighty acres or 
more. Also it is difficult to main- 
tain interest in a class with only 
three or four students. The en- 
rollment and the community inter- 
est in vocational agriculture has 
declined so much during the last 
two or three years that the board 
of education is seriously considering 
discontinuing the department for 
the time being, and reopen the 
department when a sufficient num- 
ber of students enroll who are in- 
terested in vocational agriculture." 
The addition of the new building 
provides excellent facilities for the 
department and the board of edu- 
cation will finish the building as 
originally planned. - ".' , ' 

"The board of education feels 
that if the facilities are completed 
that It will be relatively simple to 
reopen the department when the en- 
rollment justifies the employment 
of a full time instructor. People in 
the community who are interested 
in a further and more detailed dis- 
cussion of the situation are invited 
by the board of education to meet 
at the high school building, Monday 
evening, July 2, at 8 o'clock."

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Gas Users May Soon 
Pay Bills Bi-Monthly 
According to P.S.C. 



Antioch and Lake Villa customers 
of the Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois will soon be pay- 
ing their electric and gas bills ev- 
ery other month instead of monthly, 
according to a proposal filed by the 
company Friday with the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. 

Reasons given for the proposed 
change are operating economies, 
customes savings and convenience, 
and conservation of manpower. 
Public Service plans to start putting 
the new program into effect in Au- 
gust. 

The company informed the com- 
mission that the proposed change- 
over from monthly to bi-monthly 
billing is primarily in the interest 
of economy. Annual savings of 
$500,000 (before federal income tax- 
es) are estimated. It was also 
pointed out that the. new program 
would be a convenience to a vast 
majority of the company's custo- 
mers who would pay bills six times 
a year instead of twelve as at pre- 
sent. Customer savings in postage, 
checks, money orders, etc., are es- 
timated at $100,000 a year. 

The company asserted that it had 
been .following a policy of strictest 
economy in keeping with good serv- 
ice in an effort to offset rising oper

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GOVERNMENT WITHOUT REPRESENTATION 

One grave defect in the government's present price 
control program is that the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion has so far failed to authorize the appointment 
of an advisory committee composed of retail repre- 
sentatives. A bulletin issued by a national retailers' 
organization* recently observed wryly that OPS 
"appears to believe retailers are too insignificant to 
justify such a committee." 

What this amounts to is that, so far as price con- 
trol is concerned, we have government without 
representation of the governed. There are, believe 
it or not, more than 3,000,000 retail outlets in this 
country. They are of all kinds and sizes, from the 
biggest chain to the smallest one-man shop. They 
sell every conceivable sort of commodity. Their 
operators are the people who come in direct, daily 
contact with the masses of consumers. The whole 
success of the price control effort depends upon 
their cooperation — and upon their understanding of 
what must be done. Finally, they are the ones who 
can tell OPS and any other interested agency what 
is feasible in the way of regulations and what is not. 

It seems inconceivable that the retailers have no 
official method of making their problems known to 
price control officials. Unless the retailers can and 
do obey the regulations the whole program is doomed 
to failure. Amost no one buys commodities from 
the factories which produce them. We all do our 
buying in retail stores, and the retailer knows our 
desires and needs. 

Any price control program should invite the offi- 
cial participation of all concerned— and that means 

producers, manufacturers, retailers, and consumers

IN THE SAME BOAT— FINALLY! 

Secretary Snyder recently observed that any fur- 
ther increase in income taxes fall with the greatest 
weight on people with small and moderate incomes. 
He pointed out that 58 per cent of all taxable income 
now goes to those who earn less than $5,000 a y e ar. 

This should destroy, once and for all, the old illu- 
sion that we can pay for the government-editorial, 
"It may be an unpleasant fact, but it is a fact never- 
theless, that, thanks to our reluctance to tax courage- 
ously in the past, we have now reached the point 
where the individual income tax is already far too 

steeply progressive Political taxation, in short, 

has at last been stretched to its full limit; the time 
has come when, whether we like it or not. we must 
Approach the problem on the economic level." 

In the higher brackets, the incomes of the wealthy 



a flat 100 per cent, the additional revenue gained 
would hardly make a dent In today's governmental 
budgets. The families with modest incomes must 
carry the load. 

This should have one extremely salutary effect 
Everybody— from the man who works with his hands 
to the executive who runs a big company— now has 
a direct and personal interest in taxation, and In 
governmental extravagance and waste. Everybody's 
pocketbook is involved. The whole public, out of a 
universal self-interest, now has a reason to demand, 

and get, economy In government.

"THE CHEAPEST HELP" 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer recently carried an ex- 
ceptionally Interesting article, signed by John C. Da- 
vis describing an experiment which demonstrates 
what electricity can do to solve high form production 
costs and short labor supplies. 

In 1944, electricity first came to a 262-acre farm In 
Ohio. This particular farm Is an average operation 
in dairying and general farming, typical of the Mid- 
west. Beginning from scratch, complete records have 

been kept. 

In 1944, the farm returned to the owner 68 cents 
for each productive labor hour. By 1950, due to the 
aid of electrical equipment, this had risen to $1.17. 

Before electricity was used, the farmer and his son 
put in 0,860 man hours in a year to operate 140 acres. 
In 1950, they worked only 4,532 hours and operated 
122 additional acres as well as the original 140. 

The biggest saving of all came when the dairy 
barn was completely electrified. Now the milking 
job can be handled by one man in 40 minutes," where 
it took three 50 minutes. 

This is not a dude farm, nor is it a high-priced 
experiment. Each piece of equipment was bought 
by the farmer at retail. The equipment now in 
use includes an electric water pumping system, a 
power feed grinder, a cement mixer, a grain and hay 
elevator, electric lights, the milking machines and 
the usual list of household labor saving appliances. 

In the words of this farmer, "There is no such thing 
as 'push button' farming. But electricity provides 
the most valuable hired hand I ever had. . . . .It is 

the cheapest help on the farm."

If the city and town folks were half as alert as the 
farmer in the Song, they would know right away 
that the River Basin gent was puttin' one over, or 
tryin* to do so.

NEW YORK, N.Y.-Blrth rates 
[throughout the world rose sharply 
! ■Her the close of World War II and 
jhave continued at high levels dur- 
ing the postwar years, Insurance 
_ .statisticians report. In many coun- 
tries the postwar birth rates have 
been the highest since the baby 
; boom that followed World War I. 

Particularly striking gains were 
.tecorded In the United States, 
[where the 1047 peak was one and a 
half times the average of 1937-1939, 
'Almost as marked was the upswing 
in such widely separated countries 
>■ New Zealand, France, and Can- 
ada, 

War Saw Rise 

Most of the countries had high- 
er birth rates during the war than 
jin the years just before the war 
» started. In the United States, for 
.•sample, the rates averaged 15 per- 
cent higher In 1940-1944 than in 
'1937-1939, and in Austria, Sweden, 
Switzerland, and New Zealand the 
rise from the prewar to the war 
years was even more pronounced. 

"These facts suggest that the post- 
war rise In births in many of the 
countries was due not so much to 
deferment of births during the war 
as to the improvement of economic 
conditions from those existing dur- 
ing the depression decade of the 
1930's, M the statisticians observe. 

Declines Slight 

Although the world trend has been 
■omewhat downward since 1947, 
when countries reached their post- 
war birth rate peak, the declines 
.generally have been slight. In the 
United States the 1949 rate was 
only 7 percent lower than that for 
1947, and the decreases have been 
•mailer in other countries, includ- 
ing Canada, the Union of South 
Africa, and Australia. 

Exceptions to this are England 
and Wales, and the Netherlands, 
where the rates had declined mark- 
edly by 1949 from their postwar 
peaks. 

Freneh Upsurge 

France, for many years prior to 
the war on the brink of a popula- 
tion decline, experienced an up- 
surge of births during the postwar 
years which by 1947 had carried its 
birth 'rate to a point 43 percent 
higher than the prewar level. By 
1949 the French birth rate had 
dropped only slightly from its post- 
war peak. 

Japan followed the general pat- 
tern. set. by most ..of » the Western 
countries. Japan's 1947 birth rate 
was 22 percent above the prewar 
figure, and the decline from 1947 
through 1949 was only 3 percent, 
although the first 9 months of 1950 
showed a sharp fall which may 
bring the 1950 rate closer to the 
1937-1939 level. 

Western Germany and Italy have 
departed from the general, pattern. 
Western Germany's birth rate rose 
somewhat during the postwar years, 
but remained below the 1939 figure, 
and the Italian rate, after rising 
during 1945 and 1946, declined by 
1940 to 15 percent below that for 
the prewar period. 

Future Denbtful 

Difficulty is seen by the statisti- 
cians in predicting how long the 
high fertility rate of the postwar 
world will continue. 

"It is surprising that it has last- 
ad through 1949 and well into 1950 
In many countries, especially in 
vkw of the relatively high birth 
rates which prevailed during the 
war," the statisticians comment. 
"But w* probably will sec fairly 
substantial reductions in the near 
future, although it is still too early 
to say when they will come, and 
how great they will be."

Transport Director Urges 
Consumers to Store Fuel 
During Summer Months 

Taking notice of a nation-wide 
program of- summer fuel buying 
launched this week by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior with an appeal 
to Government agencies, Industrial 
and residential consumers, Defense 
Transport Administrator James K. 
Knudson issued a statement under- 
scoring the transportation aspects 
of that program. 

Administrator Knudson noted that 
widespread suffering was prevented 
last winter by the near miracles in 
transportation and warned that the 
mounting burden of defense and de- 
fense supporting traffic will, by 
this fall and winter, make such 
heavy demands upon the nation's 
transport capacity as. to create the 
unlikely prospects that relief can 
promptly be provided for spot areas 
in distress. The normal peak move- 
ment occuring in October and No- 
vember must this year, he said, be 
spread over. a longer period includ- 
ing the summer months. The Ad- 
ministrator continued: 

"Defense plants are already step- 
ping up production and their re- 
quirements for coal and other fuel 
wiE grow steadily greater. Trans- 
portation must be provided this 
year for ten per cent more coal than 
was produced in 1950 and freight 
cars suitable for hauling coal are in 
short supply and will become more 
so. The situation is, If anything, 
more acute with respect to tank 
cars suited to the transportation of 
fuel oil and liquefied petroleum 
gases. Cars of these types are ex- 
periencing an increasingly heavy 
demand in high priority defense 
activities.

Nearing Millionth 
The fast pace towards the mil- 
lionth traffic death since 1900 was 
speeded up last year by Increases in 
fatalities in 43 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia— the largest num- 
ber to report an upward trend since 
1846— while only five states held 
street and highway deaths below 
their 1949 tolls, a survey by the As- 
sociation of Casualty and Surety 
Companies disclosed today.
